Students learn lessons in Centennial Park

Paramedics, firefight¬ 
ers and police were called to 
Centennial Park last week 

The Niagara Regional 
Police canine and mounted 
units patrolled the grounds 
while members of the explo¬ 
sives disposal unit and emer¬ 
gency task unit readied their 
gear.

The No. 1 focus of Safety 
Awareness Day is for youth 
to gain familiarity with emer¬ 
gency personnel, building a 
rapport and a level of comfort, 
King said. Having that inter¬ 
action encourages children to 
approach a police officer or 
firefighter if an emergency sit¬ 
uation arises, instead of being

As the meters failed, 
billings dropped or changed.
